Injunction Halts Results

A Supreme Court judicial 
injunction stopped election 
results Thursday to dead- 
lock the contest between 
Tom Garrett and write-in 


i candidate Bert Cottle for 


the post of Associated Stu- 
dent Body President. 

Garrett, although winning 
only 48.1 per cent of the popular 
vote, was first. proclaimed the 
winner through the executive or- 
der of ASSAC President Dave 
Whitney. Whitney said, ‘‘I did it 
in the best interests of the stu- 
dents of Santa Ana College.” 

Cottle was declared an “‘illegal 
candidate” by the Election Board 
“since he did not maintain a 2.0 
grade point average at the quar- 
ter,”’ stated Justice Commissioner 
Jerry Burns. 

VIOLATION OF AMENDMENT 

“Cottle’s candidacy was in vio- 
tion of the new amendment to 
Article VI of the Constitution 
which was ratified at the polls 
Wednesday and is in effect for 
the run-offs today,” Burns 
claimed. 

Cottle asked for the judicial in- 
junction Thursday based on the 
“50 per cent plus one” clause in 
the Constitution. 

The clause stipulates that the 
candidate winning the top posi- 
tion must have 50 per cent plus 
one of the total vote. Garrett had 
48.1 per cent, Cottle 47.4 per 
cent of the vote. Write-in candi- 
date Cottle had 18 votes not 
counted that he intends to chal- 
lenge. 

The decision on which aspirant 
should succeed Whitney will be 
decided by the Supreme Court 
next week. 

COURT DECISION 

“A run-off election or Gar- 
rett’s inauguration will depend 
on the judiciary’s decision,” 
concluded Burns. 

-Returns from the vice-presi- 
dential contest show Mike Kris- 
man with 38 per cent of the vote, 
while Lange Winckler ran second 
with 25 per cent of the total vot- 
es cast.

Fourteen senate seats were 
available to students hoping to 
be elected to office.

In other action, the Senators 
debated for over half an hour be- 
fore approving the Sophomore 
Class’ request to hold a “Bum 


Week.” Final vote on the resolu- 
tion was 14-8. 

The “Bum Week’ will be held 
May 17-21, and on those days 
members of the Sophomore Class 
Cabinet will dress like bums and 
ask for donations for their class 
project, a public address system. 

The Sophomores were also 
granted permission to ho!d a 
noon dance. yesterday in the stu- 
dent lounge. Permission was 
granted by Senate Bill I-82, in- 
troduced by Risa Gliksohn. 

A budget resolution was intro- 
duced by Senator Lange Winckler 
at the meeting. This and a Bill 
permitting Circle K to hold a 
“Penny Race’”’ were sent to com- 
mittee until next week.

ARE YOU ELIGIBLE FOR A SCHOLARSHIP ? 


Opportunities in higher education are 
unlimited to the deserving student. 

Today the number of scholarships 
available to junior college transfers is 
sufficient to meet the needs of many stu- 
dents. Students who fail to take the time 
to look into these scholarships miss a 


‘great opportunity to lessen their future 


educational expense. 

The sad paradox is that every year 
scholarships are not ‘awarded simply be- 
cause they are not applied for. Presently 
departmental and private scholarship ap- 
lications are available in the counseling 
office. 

Many students fail to apply because 
they feel that they don’t have the grades. 


However, many scholarships are based on 
other things like special talents. 

Junior college students have the ad- 
vantage of having half of their education 
free. If money is a serious deterent to 
continuing education there are local non- - 
tuition state colleges geared to middle 
class incomes. 

For students who desire to transfer 
to universities and state colleges out of the 
Orange County area, there are state and 
general scholarship possibilities. 

Most four year schools also have 
elaborate student aid programs that allow 
for long term repayments. So before aban- 
doning hopes for aid, look into all the pos- 
sibilities. 


HOW TO MAKE A PRESIDENT 


Wednesday’s ASSAC election’ was 
enough to make Samuel Tilden roll over 
in his grave. 

The contested election of Hayes-Til- 
den in 1876 has nothing on the student 
body election just completed — or more 
correctly now in progress. 

For candidate Bert Cottle the whole 
affair has been one technical setback af- 
ter another. Sometimes he must wonder if 


‘it wouldn’t be easier to run as a non-en- 


dorsed candidate in Soviet Russia. 

First of all Cottle was not permitted 
to have his name placed on the ballot. The 
administration made the decision on the 
grounds that they preferred to follow the 
precedent of the old constitution, no long- 
er in effect. 

Cottle qualified under the new con- 
stitution since he had completed enough 
units and had a 2.0 compulative grade 
point average. Although the present con- 
stitution doesn’t disqualify him he was 
under 2.0 for the present quarter. Thus 
Tom Garrett was the only name listed on 
the ballot. 

Running as a write-in candidate, Cot- 
tle ran up a total of 129 “official” votes to 
133 for Garrett. However there were 10 
other write-ins, that were not for Cottle, 
enough to keep Garrett under the 50 per 
cent plus one needed for election. 

However Cottle received 18 votes 
that the election commission ruled were 
ineligible. Although these ballots showed 
a clear and definite intent to vote for Cot- 
tle, the Garrett slanted commission voted 
to disallow write in ballots that listed only 


Cottle’s last name, only his first name, or. 
those that wrote in Bert Cottle without al- 
so marking the X in his square. 

So as of 5 p.m. Wednesday Cottle and 
Garrett were slated to face each other in 
today’s runoff. However at this point an- 
other and more serious roadblock was 
hurled in front of the Cottle campaign. 

On-the ballot was a measure for con- 
stitutional revisions. Among these revis- 
ions was an amendment that was suppos- 
ed to “clarify” the eligibility of candi- 
dates Actually the amendment, proposed 
by Garrett’s campaign manager Dennis 
Weaver, carried an implication that was 
to affect Cottle’s candidacy. It stated that 
in order to run for office a candidate must 


‘maintain a 2.0 at the quarter. 


At the time of the Senate’s vote it was 
understood to have no effect on the up- 
coming election since it would violate the 
law of ex post facto. 

However once the runoff was declar- 
ed the Garrett forces set to work to have 
the new amendment invoked against Cot- 
tle’s candidacy. Late Wednesday evening 
President Dave Whitney declared Garrett 
the winner by “Executive order,” a direct 
violation of the 50 per cent clause of the 
by-laws. 

The Supreme Court Thursday con- 
curred that the election needed more in- 
vestigation before a final decision is made. 

No wonder there is student apathy in 
campus elections, such political maneuver- 
ing is enough to dull anyone’s interest. If 
ing is enough to dull anyone’s interest.

Constitution which was ratified 
when Coleman took office. 


CHARTER EASY 


“T think this will be a good 
thing to start, the charter is just 
a little added thing, but I’m in 
favor of it,’”’ Coleman announced. 


The Cabinet unanimously 
agreed with Coleman. The Char- 
ter will be presented at a session 
of the Executive Cabinet as soon 
as the necessary arrangements 
can be made. 


Mike Fancher, chairman of the 
Public Opinion Committee, re- 
ported that only three sugges- 
tions had been received.

Coach Bob Wilhelm said that 
“Frank has a big job ahead of 
him because SAC didn’t have a 
previous season to use in recruit- 
ing, but that there is a promis- 
ing turnout in sight.” 

Addleman will also serve as a 
physical education instructor and 
a trainer for all sports. 


Currently SAC is tied with 
Riverside for last place with 4-9 
records. Orange Coast is in sec- 
ond spot with a 9-4 mark behind 
Mt. San Antonio’s 12-1 slate.
